WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson's call for higher 
taxes

spending has drawn early fire 
from key congressional leaders. 
And he apparently has made no 
inroads into opposition to his 
Vietnam policies. 
Johnson's statement that re­ 
jection of his 10 per cent income 
tax could cripple U.S. prosperi­ 
ty drew no applause from the 
assembled senators and repre­ 
sentatives. 
And in a news conference 30 
minutes after the speech, House 
Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford said Johnson failed to 
make a case for the tax boost. 
Chairman William Proxmlre, 
D-Wis., of the 
Senate-House 
Economic Committee called it 
"a serious economic mistake" 
for the President to seek a tax 
boost without slashing such pro­ 
grams as public works and 
space. 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy, D. 


Minn., said of the speech: 
"We still are told the nation 
can wage and win two wars— 
the one in Vietnam and the war 
on povertv. We are waging one, 
but not winning either.—

The border crisis has been 
building since 4965 «as the Viet 
Cong supply network gradually 
grew in Cambodia. The prince 
turned a blind eye and denied 
it completely.

At first American officers felt 
that tha situation in Cambodia* 
and in Laos, could he handed 
by some unpubtlcised air raids 
and a few clandestine Special 
Forces operations on the ground.

According to Associated Press reports, at long 
last England is facing up to the fact that there is 
no such thing as a free lunch. 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson meeting with his 
cabinet had to reappraise the immense costs of 
cradle-to-the-grave benefits and several mem­ 
bers have threatened to resign over the neces­ 
sary changes. 
Almost certain to be abandoned is free medi­ 
cine — even to aspirin — now supplied by the 
National Health Service. 
A charge of about 30 
cents per prescription will be made. 
Henry Maule, London correspondent of the New 
York News, reports: 
“This will discourage an 
alarming number of freeloaders who for years 
have not only drained tens of millions from pub­ 
lic funds, but have overworked Health Service 
doctors to near physical breakdown.” 
Also in the cards is a drastic cutback of free 
school milk and meals, which now costs over $190 
m illion a year. 
Had Britain’s Labor government, in the flush of 
prosperity, been ruled more by sound social prin­ 
ciples and less by politics, this waste and tragedy 
might have been averted.

Some of the economic programs of the Johnson 
administration can be justified only as temporary 
prescriptions. 
When they continue year after year as govern­ 
ment programs have a way of doing they become 
efforts to kill the goose that lays the golden eggs.

The administration instituted one of those tem­ 
porary programs of voluntary restraints to in­ 
duce American business not to make investments 
abroad.

One of the main virtues claimed for it was that 
it was better than a system of compulsory re­ 
straints. 
Despite the apparent success of the voluntary 
program it has been replaced effective Jan. 1 
with mandatory restriction on direct investment 
by American companies abroad. 
The reason for these measures is obvious. 
The purpose is to slow the flow of American 
dollars abroad with an aim at correcting this 
nation’s growing balance-in-payments deficit in 
international trade. 
The goal is worthy enough but the voluntary 
program probably had reached the point where 
it cost this country more in terms of the deficit 
than it gained for it. 
The continued application of the program — 
worthy only as a short range, stop gap mea­ 
sure — restricts a return flow of dollars. 
Foreign investment of funds turns on the dollar 
outflow spigot only in the year that it occurs. 
After that it generated in subsequent years a 
return flow of dollars in income on the invest­ 
ment and increased exports to affiliated firms 
abroad. 
Direct intervention to reduce foreign invest­ 
ment makes sense only as a temporary program 
designed to solve a critical emergency. 
As a continuing program it is ineffective and 
self defeating. 
Yet this country is replacing a three-year 
restrictive program with an even more intensive 
program of investment limitation. 
This is just one of many government programs 
that make sense and which should be abandoned 
because it is doomed to failure as an uneconom­ 
ic remedy at the outset.

Garland, Tex., High School says you can call 
her an “extremist” if you want to. 
But being a Youth Freedom Speaker and patri­ 
otic doesn’t seem to be “extreme” to her. It’s 
the wrong word, and June definitely knows how 
to use words. 
The Youth Freedom Speakers is a Dallas-area 
group of teen-agers who make short talks on 
patriotism before civic groups, schools, clubs 
and churches. 


Organizeu m uime u> uariauu puuu^ relations 
man A. C. Wimpee, the group has grown from 
seven to 30 members who have already spoken 
to as many as seven groups a day as far away 
as California. 
. “It’s been a dream come true for me,” said 
June, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Travis J. May­ 
nard, 1422 Marion in Garland, Tex. 
“I went 
to a ptriotism meeting when I was nine years 
old, but I felt I was too young to do anything. 
Now I have the opportunity,” she said. 
June began her career as a Youth Freedom 
Speaker with “a bad experience.” 
She was 
representing her high school Future Teachers 
Club as the Miss Future Teacher contest at 
North Texas State University not long ago and 
prepared a seven-minute speech. “To my horror, 
I found the time limit was three minutes and had 
to shorten my talk fast, as I went along.” 
However, the occasion led to June’s “discov­ 
ery” by Wimpee who decided she talked quite 
well. 
Soon she and six other girls were on 
their way to Knott’s Berry Farm near Anaheim, 
Calif., for their first freedom talks. 
All the youth Freedom Speakers can talk on 
different aspects of patriotism with or without 
preparation. 
June’s favorite is on parents 
setting a good patriotic example for their chil­ 
dren. 
“ Our generation has had freedom handed to 
it on a silver platter, and it’s easy to take it 
for granted without examples of patriotism,” 
she explained. 
“ Parents who aren’t ashamed 
to sing the national anthem or bow their heads 
in public prayer at a football game are examples 
of good examples.” 
“The young, eager, nonprofessional speakers 
are evidently pretty good examples themselves. 
“ The response to the teen speakers has been 
great, and we’ve received no criticism ,” said 
June, who to date has made more than 100 short 
talks. 
“ A California youth group heard one of 
us, and the members decided to start their own 
freedom speaker group. 
The same thing hap­ 
pened in Tulsa. 
“ Churches like to hear young people too because 
they speak personally,” she added. 
“ We don’t 
make long speeches — just get up and say what 
we have to say without pulling any punches.”

“ You don’t have to be a great orator,” she 
said.

Internal security in the United 
States received another blow re­ 
cently when thehearingexaminer 
handed down his decision in the 
Otto Otepka case. He ruled that 
the former security officer was 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an 
officer of the Department of State. 
Otto Otepka*s crime was love 
for his country and a concern 
for its security. Many years ago, 
he challenged the policy of waiv­ 
ing security checks for hundreds 
of high-ranking State Depart­ 
ment employees. Later he testi­ 
fied before the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee concern­ 
ing State Deportment tax“ - in 
hiring procedures and gave tlie 
Subcommittee documents to sup­ 
port his testimony* 
ato Department officials im­ 
mediately suspended him irom 
his duties but refused to grant 
him a hearing. After nearly four 
years, he was finally able to 
get a hearing, although the State 
Department tried to keepall pro­ 
cedures secret so that the facts 
of tlie case would not become 
public knowledge. 
As a result of the decision, 
Otepka has l*?en reprimanded 
and demoted. The U. S. public 
has a right to be deeply con­ 
cerned about such a disposition 
of his case. Since we are at

security of the United States,

Cooper had urged Kennedy to 
take advantage of the friendly 
mood of Nikita 
Khrushchev to 
begin talks regarding 
Berlin.

United States to push for better- 
Soviet - American relations.

Cooper’s prediction came 
true. There was a disastrous con­ 
frontation between Kennedy and

Last weekend

friends to win peace in Vietnam 
or we could drift into escalation 
and serious consequences. 
Those who have been advising 
the President to push for peace 
have read some of the ¿secret 
intelligence received from Sai­ 
gon.

CATEGORY NO.l - The war is 


going better, but 
still not too 
well.' 
WHAT WESTMORELAND 
MEANT 
On his latest visit to Washing­ 
ton, Gen. Westmoreland said 
things were going better. What he 
really meant, according to mili­ 
tary observers, was that supplies 
are moving in a more orderly 
fashion and UJS, troops are in 
orderly positions. He was not re­ 
ferring to the minds of the Viet­ 
namese, a majority of whom a re 
still probably against the war. 
An indication of Westmore­ 
land’s real view on the war is 
that 
he 
continues to want an 
additional 500,000 men, makings 
tot il of one million. 
Another indication of why U,£. 
troops are needed was the first 
cavalry operation in Binh Dtnh, 
a province near Saigon. Tlie first 
cavalry was successful in taking 
this over, but tiie Viet Cong have 
simply gone up in the hills and 
have tied down both the first cav­ 
alry and 
Korean troops with 
the problem 
f governing the 
area. Otherwise, the Viet Cong 
would come back. 
This 
is 
why so many UJS, 
troops are bogged down and why 
Westmoreland wants more men. 
CATEGORY NO. 2 - Anti- 
Americanism 
is 
increasing. 
The more troops we send into 
the country, the more the South 
Vietnamese resent us. 
CATEGORY NO. 3 
- South 
Vietnamese government leaders 
actually do noi want peace.They 
face a conflict 
of 
interest. 
Though they talk about peace, 
they know 
that peace and the 
withdrawal of American troops 
would mean they would be out of 
office within a week. 
Recently it looks as 
if the 
North 
Vietnamese 
have got 
smart. Realizing that the South 
Vietnamese government cannot 
afford peace and that the John­ 
son Administation 
can't afford 
a long, drawn - out negotiation 
during an election year, Hanoi 
has been bolder with its peace 
proposals. 
Politically this could be em­ 
barrassing. 
REFORM STYMIED 
CATEGORY NO. 4 
- South 
Vietnamese reforms, so essen­ 
tial in warding off communism, 
are bogged down. This is partly 
because of dissension inside the 


Saigon Government. 
President 
Thieu 
is not 
even on speak­ 
ing terms 
with vice president 
Ky. 
More important, it’s flue to 
the fact that the South Vietna­ 
mese 
government cannot he 
pushed by U*S. officials. They 
know they have us over the i»ar- 
rel. We can threaten there that 
we will pull out, but they knew 
we are not 
going to leave. As 
a result, pledges to end corrup­ 
tion and put across reform are 
so much talk. 
Vietnam has a land 
reform 
act which is not too drastic. 
Though dividing up the big es­ 
tates, it permits each farmer 
to keep 250 acres - and if there 
are four or more members inthe 
family, they can keep a total of 
1,000 acres. Yet, even this mild 
land reform bill is not enforced. 
Meanwhile, landless peasants 
drift over to the Viet Cong be­ 
cause they have nothing to fight 
for. 
In the North, in contrast, pea­ 
sants liave been given land. 
it's important to remember 
that Malaysia, which did such a 
good job stabilizing the coun­ 
try with an anti-communist pro­ 
gressive 
government, did 
so 
while 
still under the 
British. 
The British could give orders. 
But in South Vietnam, the United 
States is not a 
governing au­ 
thority, cannot give 
orders. 
There are some intellectuals 
and excellent civilians in Saigon 
who could 
help to form 
a gov­ 
ernment, but the American em­ 
bassy hasn’t cultivated them- 
We !iave 
played bail with the 
military. 
The military includes some of 
the worst corruptionists in the 
country. There have even been 
cases where the commanders of 
our special forces, organized by 
the UJS. army, collected taxes 
and put the money in their own 
pocket.

Is it so 
unfair to allow him this privilege and choice in free 
America? Or is it part of the defrocking ceremonies that 
after we take away his boxing title we shall also debase him 
by slurs over his name. 
Third, at some point we might take seriously Muhammad 
Ali's extraordinary appeal and popularity among the Negro 
community.

Prime Minister Harold Wilson meeting with his 
cabinet had to reappraise the im m ense costs of 
cradle-to-the-grave benefits and several m em ­ 
bers have threatened to resign over the neces­ 
sary changes.

Some of the economic program s of the Johnson 
adm inistration can be justified only as tem porary 
prescriptions. 
When they continue year after year as govern­ 
ment program s have a way of doing they become 
efforts to kill the goose that lays the golden eggs. 
One of these started about three years ago. 
The adm inistration instituted one of those tem ­ 
porary program s of voluntary restraints to in­ 
duce Am erican business not to make investments 
abroad. Since, the adm inistration has expressed 
Tepeatedly its satisfaction ivith the results of 
the program and its appreciation for business 
cooperation. 
One of the main virtues claimed for it was that 
it was better than a system of compulsory re ­ 
straints. 
Despite the apparent success of the voluntary 
program it has been replaced effective Jan. 1 
with mandatory restriction on direct investment 
by American companies abroad. 
The reason for these m easures is obvious. 
The purpose is to slow the flow of American 
dollars abroad with an aim at correcting this 
nation’s growing balance-in-paym ents deficit in 
international trade. 
The goal is worthy enough but the voluntary 
program probably had reached the point where 
it cost this country m ore in term s of the deficit 
than it gained for it. 
The continued application of the program — 
worthy only as a short range, stop gap m ea­ 
sure — re stric ts a return flow' of dollars. 
Foreign investment of funds turns on the dollar 
outflow spigot only in the year that it occurs. 
After that it generated in subsequent years a 
return flow of dollars in income on the invest­ 
ment and increased exports to affiliated firm s 
abroad. 
D irect intervention to reduce foreign invest­ 
ment makes sense only as a tem porary program 
designed to solve a critical emergency. 
As a continuing program it is ineffective and 
self defeating. 
Yet this country is replacing a three-year 
restrictive program with an even m ore intensive 
program of investment limitation. 
This is just one of many government program s 
that make sense and which should be abandoned 
because it is doomed to failure as an uneconom­ 
ic remedy at the outset.

Garland, Tex., High School says you can call 
her an “ extrem ist” if you want to. 
But being a Youth Freedom Speaker and p a tri­ 
otic doesn’t seem to be “ extrem e” to her. It’s 
the wrong word, and June definitely knows how 
to use words. 
The Youth Freedom Speakers is a D allas-area 
group of teen-tfgprs who make short talks on 
patriotism before civic groups, schools, clubs 
and churches. 


Organized m dune uy u an an u pudim itJiatiuas 
man A. C. Wimpee, the group has grown from 
seven to 30 m em bers who have already spoken 
to as many as seven groups a day as far away 
as California. 
. “ It’s been a dream come true for m e,” said 
June, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Travis J. May­ 
nard, 1422 Marion in Garland, Tex. 
“ I went 
to a ptriotism meeting when I was nine years 
old, but I felt I was too young to do anything. 
Now I have the opportunity,” she said. 
June began her career as a Youth Freedom 
Speaker with “ a bad experience.” 
She was 
representing her high school Future Teachers 
Club as the Miss Future Teacher contest at 
North Texas State University not long ago and 
prepared a seven-minute speech. “ To m y horror, 
1 found the time lim it was three minutes and had 
to shorten my talk fast, as I wrent along.” 
However, the occasion led to June’s “ discov­ 
ery ” by Wimpee who decided she talked quite 
well. 
Soon she and six other girls were on 
their way to Knott’s Berry Farm near Anaheim, 
Calif., for their first freedom talks. 
All the youth Freedom Speakers can talk on 
different aspects of patriotism with or without 
preparation. 
June’s favorite is on parents 
setting a good patriotic example for their chil­ 
dren. 
“ Our generation has had freedom handed to 
it on a silver platter, and it’s easy to take it 
for granted without examples of patriotism ,” 
she explained. 
“ Parents who aren ’t ashamed 
to sing the national anthem or bow their heads 
in public prayer at a football game are examples 
of good exam ples.” 
“ The young, eager, nonprofessional speakers 
are evidently pretty good examples them selves. 
“ The response to the teen speakers has been 
great, and we’ve received no criticism ,” said 
June, who to date has made more than 100 short 
talks. 
“ A California youth group heard one of 
us, and the m em bers decided to start their own 
freedom speaker group.

Direct intervention to reduce fort ign invest­ 
ment makes sense only as a tern]X)rary program 
designed to solve a critical emergency 
As a continuing program it is ineffective and 
self defeating. 
Yet this country 
is replacing a three-year 
restrictive program with an even more intensive 
program of investment limitation. 
This is just one of many government programs 
that make sense and which should be abandoned 
because it is doomed to failure as an uneconom­ 
ic remedy at the outset.

Garland, Tex., High School says you can call 
her an “ extrem ist” ii you want to. 
But being a Youth i' reedom Speaker and patri­ 
otic doesn’t seem to be “ extreme** to her. It’s 
the wrong word, and June definitely knows how 
to use words. 
The Youth Freedom Speakers is a D allas-area 
group oi teen-agers who make short talks on 
patriotism before civie groups, schools, clubs 
and churches. 


Organized in aune ny oarianu puuuc reiauwus 
man A. C. Wimpee, the group has grown from 
seven to 30 members who have already spoken 
to as many as seven groups a day as far away 
as California. 
. “ It’s l>een a dream come true for m e,” said 
June, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Travis J. May­ 
nard, 1422 Marion in Garland, Tex. 
“ I went 
to a ptriotlsm meeting when I was nine years 
old, but I felt I was too young to do anything. 
Now I have the opportunity,” she said. 
June began her career as a Youth Freedom 
Speaker with 
“ a bad experience.” 
She was 
representing her high school Future Teachers 
Club as the M iss Future Teacher contest at 
North Texas State University not long ago and 
prepared a seven-m inute speech. “ To my horror, 
I found the time lim it was three minutes and had 
to 
shorten my talk fast, as I went along.”

ery ” by Wimpee who decided she talked quite 
w ell. 
Soon she and six other girls were on 
their way to Knott's Berry Farm near Anaheim, 
C alif., for their first freedom talks. 
All the youth Freedom Speakers can talk on 
different aspects of patriotism with or without 
preparation. 
June's favorite is on parents 
setting a good patriotic example for their chil­ 
dren. 
“ Our generation has had freedom handed to 
it on a silver platter, and it's easy to take it 
for granted without examples of patriotism ,” 
she explained. 
“ Parents who aren’t ashamed 
to sing the national anthem or bow their heads 
in public prayer at a football game are examples 
of good examples.'* 
“ The young, eager, nonprofessional speakers 
are evidently pretty good examples them selves. 
“ The response to the teen speakers has been 
great, and we've received no criticism,** said 
June, who to date has made more than IOO short 
talks. 
“ A California youth group heard one of 
us, and the members decided to start their own 
freedom speaker group. 
The sam e thing hap­ 
pened in Tulsa. 
“ Churches like to hear young people too because 
they speak personally,*' she added. 
“ We don't 
make long speeches — just get up and say what 
we have to say without pulling any punches.** 
Another of June's favorite topics concerns the 
necessity for the American public to be informed. 
“ After World War II, Communism was nothing 
in Czechoslovakia,” she said. “ But three years 
later the country was overrun with it. 
The 
C zechs said it couldn't happen to them — that's 
what many Am ericans are saying now.” 
June said her work with the Youth Freedom 
Speakers had added to her hobby of “ people 
and getting to know people” and her ability to 
speak. 
A member of the National Honor Society and 
the A Capella Choir at Garland, she thinks 
spreading patriotism is not really difficult. 
“ You don't have to be a great orator,” she 
said. 
“ If one person would get in fo r m ^ 
to a friend who in turn talked to a m enu, in 
le ss than 12 months the whole world would be 
informed about freedom .”

Poplar Bluff to Seek 
Auditorium Grant 


POPLAR BLUFF - The city 
council has reaffirmed its de­ 
cision to seed a federal grant 
and loan for a regional auditorium 
and convention center. 


Howard 
M. Rubin, executive 
director of the Ozark Foothills 
Regional Planning Commission, 
told the council he had received 
“favorable word" from the Eco­ 
nomic Development Administra­ 
tion in Washington advising him 
that funds again were available 
for such a project in 
Poplar 
Bluff. 


Poplar Bluff would qualify for 
a regional civic auditorium, Ru­ 
bin 
said, 
because 
of 
its 
scheduled 
designation as 
the 
“growth center*' of the five- 
county 
Economic Development 
District which coincides with the 
planning commission area* But­ 
ler, wayne, Ripley, Carter and 
Reynolds counties. 
The 
proposal was first pre­ 
sented 
to the Council in 
the 
spring of 
1967, but available 
federal funds 
were frozen and 
the project was abandoned. Last 
night the Council again went on 
record as requesting the federal 
assistance. 
Total 
cost of the proposec 
auditorium would be $2.5 million. 
The assistance would be a 60 
per cent grant and the remain­ 
ing 40 per cent would be a low 
interest loan from EDA. 
The annual payments would be 
slightly under $50,000 and the 
city tentatively would make the 
payments with a $30,000 assess­ 
ment of City Light and Water 
funds and an increase in 
city 
occupation taxes. 
Rubin said such an auditorium, 


if it becomes a reality, would 
have a dynamic effect on toe 
rest of the region. He projected 
at least 500 “spin-off 
jobs 
would result in the area from 
construction of the convention 
center. These jobs would be 
from additional service stations, 
motels, and other businesses that 
are initiated to serve the influx 
of people using the center, Rubin 
said.

1 * Get the “feel” of the road by accelerating care­ 
fully to see if wheels spin; or brake gently to see if they skid. 
Reduce speed accordingly. 
2 • Increase your following distance. It takes three 
to nine times as far to stop on snow and ice as on dry 
pavement. 
3 • “Pum p” your brakes to slow or stop — don’t jam 
them on. An interm ittent pumping action three to five times 
per second keeps the wheels rolling and helps maintain steer­ 
ing control. 
4 * Have good tires with good treads. Better yet, 
use snow tires which provide half again as much pulling 
power in snow as regular tires. Studded snow tires offer 
still more help on icy surfaces. 
5 • Always carry re­ 
inforced tire chains in the 
trunk of your car for use 
during severe snow and ice 
conditions. They provide 
four to seven times as much 
traction on snow or ice as 
regular tires.

According to the federal court action in Houston, Cassius 
Clay owes the United States $10,000 and five years in prison. 
He was sentenced for refusing to take the oath of induction. 
While the conviction is being appealed, let us consider what 
we owe Cassius Clay. 
First, the recognition that he is the best boxer around. He 
knocked the wrappings off everything in sight for seven 
years. Secular Sonny Liston and Believer Floyd Patterson 
still recall their last outing with the champ. His shadow will 
box every fighter who comes along. Pretenders will wonder 
if he ever really lost the title. 
Second, we ought to be willing to call him by his chosen 
name—Muhammad Ali. As part of his Black Muslim relig­ 
ious experience, this new name is the one he wants. Is it so 
unfair to allow him this privilege and choice in free 
America? Or is it part of the defrocking ceremonies that 
after we take away his boxing title we shall also debase him 
by slurs over his name. 
Third, at some point we might take seriously Muhammad 
Ali’s extraordinary appeal and popularity among the Negro 
community. You may not like his credentials, his philosophy 
or his most recent form of dissent—refusing induction. But 
surely we can admit his place of new leadership whether it 
fits our brand of patriotism or piety. He has shown a willing­ 
ness to take his medicine. Perhaps a larger question is—are 
we willing to take his criticism? 
In many respects, Muhammad Ali looms much larger than 
his critics who own the sports palaces or the editorial pages. 
He has raised authentic questions about the war in Vietnam, 
politics and religion, and the rights of minorities in America. 
For a background, remember that the white community 
was pleased when Muhammad Ali was a good fighter—even 
with a “bad” religion. There was some disappointment that 
he didn’t tap dance or belt out Dixieland show tunes. Hard 
to picture him with watermelon or wheeling pink Cadillacs. 
Their distress turned to alarm and then to fury when he 
made remarks about the war in Vietnam or the absence of 
Negroes on draft boards and juries. 
At the height of this concern, Jimmy Brown hosted a quiet 
dinner in Cleveland for Muhammad Ali and a dozen top 
Negro sport stars who sat in on the late night session to 
challenge this young boxer and his unflinching dissent. 
When it was all over, Brown told one sports writer, “He’s 
extremely religious. What do you do with a man’s belief? 
You leave it alone.” 
Unfortunately, we can’t leave the Black Muslims alone. 
They bug us. They don’t fit any theological pattern or system 
that is native American. Islam doesn’t sound like Methodist 
or Presbyterian. They study Arabic, talk about Allah and 
think Mecca. And their religion seems to be getting in the 
way of our war. 
, 
Frankly we may owe Muhammad Ali a thank-you note for 
defying our dreams and shattering our prejudices.

First, the recognition that he is the best boxer around. He 
knocked the wrappings off everything in sight for seven 
years.
